| PH POTATO WORM 
has reached the gardens aronnd Wads- 
worth, and have already done a great 
deal of damage to the growing crop. 
The farmers and gardeners fear that 
the pstato yield in fhe vicinity of 
Wadsworth will be almost if not quite 
a failure. This potaco worm is better 
known there as the measuring worn, 
and vows to be nearly two inches 
in length. A large amount of the 
vegetation has also been destroyed by 
these and other worms, insects and 
bugs. Cabbage, lettuce, turnips, etc. 
have suffered fearfully from this cause. 
The farmers are at a loss to know what 
to do to prevent this wholsale destruc- 
tion of their year’s labor. Lime and 
ashes liave been sprinkled over plants. 
Various vegetables and weeds not 
troubled by the abeve pests have been 
planted among the vegetation subject 
to destruction, but nothing yet tried 
has proved effective. The flowers of 
sulphur has*proved of value in ridding 
the gardener of certain pests. Water 
has been found of value in,other cases. 
It fact, one gardener said he found 
as by accident, that the potato worms 
which got into the small irrigating 
ditches were quite easily drowned. If 
this be the case, a small garden patch 
might be well sprinkled once or twice 
and thus these destruction measurers 


be drowned.
